Not greatly troubled by the Boche 
shelllng. that died to spasmodic bursts 
as the night went on, the battalion 
mounted through the dark to Its np 
pointed place.

BE IT RESOLBEI) BY TH E LEG­ 
ISLA TU RE O F T H E STATE 
OF 
T E X A S ; 
SECTION 1. T hat the Constitution 
of the State of T xas be amended 
by adding thereto another section to 
be known as Section 60, Article 16, 
to read as follows, to-wit : 
SECTION 
60. 
The 
Legislature 
may provide compensation for cer­ 
tain district and county officers, to- 
wit : 
The 
District 
Attorney, 
County 
Judge, 
County 
Attorney, 
Sheriff, 
County Clerk, District Clerk, County 
Tax A ssessor and County Tax Col­ 
lector, by prescribing their 
duties, 
and fixing salaries in lieu of fees, 
commissions and other perquisites as 
now’ provided by the Constitution.
